Multett were married May 8th 180E

and removed to Boone county Ken

they Deo 31 1801 settling first with
in one mile ot Walton almost exactly
at the site ot the Canning Factory
They afterwards removed to a tarn
about 234 miles west of Walton wher
they lived for many years Mr John
son farmed and for many years ran 1
water mill on a small stream near his
home Grandmother died in 1871
